Senator Bailey of Texas Says He Ex*

on or Fugitives From Justice. 


Washington, May 14.—After a day 
devoted to discussing the duty on iron 
ore, the senate Just before adjourn­ 
ment adopted by a vote of €1 to 24 
the recommendation of the committee 
on finance for a duty of 25 cents per 
ton on iron ore. The house had 
placed that article on the free list, 
while the present law levies a duty 
on it of 40 cents per ton. In taking 
this vote, party lines were anihilated, 
as 17 Democrats voted aye with the 
Republicans and 12 Republicans voted 
no with the Democrats. 
During the day Senator Bailey, in 
announcing that he proposed to vote 
for the duty on iron ore as a revenue 
measure, declared that such action 
did not affect the prosperity of the 
United States Steel corporation and 
added that even if it did, there was a 
better way to deal with that organiza­ 
tion, which was by an enforcement of 
the anti-trust law against it. He de­ 
clared that he expected to see this 
law enforced and he expressed confi­ 
dence that eventually the officers of 
the steel corporation would either be 
in the penitentiary or fugitives from 
Justice. 


Would End Violations of Law. 
“Just put one of these malefactors 
of great wealth in the penitentiary 
and you will see the anti-trust law en­ 
forced without* any further violations,” 
said Mr. Bailey. “Send one of these 
men who may be found violating eith­ 
er the interstate commerce law or the 
anti-trust law to the penitentiary and 
you will stop these violations by oth­ 
ers. You cannot do it with fines, be­ 
cause when the court fines a trust, 
the trust fines the people, and as long 
as the punishment is measured in dol­ 
lars and cent3, they will continue to 
violate the law. Men take the chance 
of pecuniary loss in the hope of realiz­ 
ing a greater pecuniary gain. Send 
one of them to the penitentiary and it 
will work like magic. 
“The millionaire,” continued Mr. 
Bailey, who wa3 receiving the close 
attention of senators on both sides 
of the chamber, “values one thing 
more than his fortune, and that is his 
liberty. He does not love justice. He 
does not love that peace of mind for 
which others struggle. But he loves 
liberty.” 
Declaring that the iron and steel 
Industry of Minnesota needs no pro­ 
tection, and that the supply of ore 
has passed into the hands of the steel 
trust, Senator Knute Nelson attacked 
that item of the tariff bill which pro­ 
poses a duty of 25 cents per ton on 
iron ore, and which passed the sen­ 
ate. 
‘‘The greatest body of iron ore in 
the country is in Minnesota,” he said. 
“One half of the ore produced in the 
United States in 1908 came from the 
Superior region. This ore needs no 
protection. It is practically owned by 
the steel trust, and is mined by that 
organization operating under other 
names in different places.”

PHILIPPINE 
TARIFF

Washington, May 14.—The house 
was again in the throes of a tariff 
discussion, the entire day being spent 
In the consideration of the Philippine 
tariff bill. It encountered no serious 
opposition, however, although Messrs.

After 
the reading of the bill had been con­ 
cluded, further action was deferred 
until Monday. 
Mr. Clark (Mo.) objected to imme­ 
diate consideration of a bill amending 
the organic act of Porto Rico in ac­ 
cordance with the president’s sugges­ 
tions in his recent message, and the 
bill went over.

THOUSANDS GREET 
WRIGHT BROTHERS 


Famous Aviators Welcomed to 
Their Home City. 


Dayton, O., May 14.—Booming can­ 
non and the blare of brass bands 
greeted Wilbur, Orville and Katherine 
Wright on their arrival in their home 
city 
from 
Europe. 
The 
greatest 
crowd ever seen around the union sta­ 
tion was wait^ig for the train and 
every member of it seemingly tried 
to outdo all others in paying an en­ 
thusiastic welcome to the unassum­ 
ing Dayton aviators. A gun squad at 
the National Military Home continued 
to fire salutes all day. At their 
home the Wrights were greeted by 
several thousand of their neighbors 
and a formal reception by residents 
of the West Side was attended by 
10,000 persons. 
As soon as the inventors could leave 
their home they hurried to their shop, 
where they inspected the work al­ 
ready done on several machines now 
being built. 
In response to a question, Wilbur 
Wright said: 
“The possibilities of the aeroplanes 
are many, but not yet fully deter­ 
mined. This much is certain, how­ 
ever, the manipulation of the ma­ 
chine is exceedingly easy and can be 
mastered by anyone in a few lessons. 
An altitude of a mile above the earth 
is certainly practicable and as safe 
as a few hundred feet. The machines, 
as we have been using them, embrace 
little more or less than the mere 
basic principle, but we are improv­ 
ing each aeroplane more or less over 
the preceding one built and predict 
that the process of development will 
be fully as rapid as that of the auto­ 
mobile.” 


WILL LISTEN TO A YANKEE 


But Authorities Are Satisfied That 


Someone in the House at the Time 


the Crime Was Committed Perpe­ 


trated the Horrible Murder— County 


Attorney 8oon to File Information 


Against Supposed Guilty Party. 


St. Paul, May ti.—The murder of 
Louis Arbogast, the wealthy butcher, 
who was found on a flaming gasoline- 
soaked bed at his home, 286 West 
Seventh street, with his skull crushed 
and matted with feathers and blood, 
la as horrifying and impenetrable a 
mystery, insofar as the public is con­ 
cerned, as it was when his frenzied 
daughters, half-clad and disheveled, 
awoke the peace and quiet of the early 
morn with their frantic shrieks for 
help for the stricken victim. 
Insofar as the police are concerned, 
however, there seems to be every rea­ 
son to believe that they have solved 
the mystery to their entire satisfac­ 
tion, and that hidden away somewhere 
within the secretive police bosom is 
the whole story of the untimely end 
of the unfortunate butcher. 
Louise Arbogast, the oldest daugh­ 
ter of the murdered man, and Henry 
A. Spangenberg, the man whom she 
is engaged to marry, are now held at 
the central police station, while Mrs. 
Arbogast is in the city hospital, suf­ 
fering from burns which she received 
at the time the bed in which her hus­ 
band was murdered was set on fire. 
County Attorney O’Brien, when seen 
shortly after a conference with Chief 
O’Connor, made evasive replies to all 
attempts to obtain positive statement 
from him as to whether the mystery 
had been solved. Questioned as to 
whether the crime had been commit­ 
ted by some one inside the house, he 
said that there was absolutely not the 
slightest doubt but that the crime had 
been committed by someone in the 
house. 
When it was suggested that the po­ 
lice acted as if the matter had been 
solved to their satisfaction, he replied 
that it probably had been, but that it 
was not up to him as yet in an official 
way. He did say that he would prob­ 
ably be ready to present an informa­ 
tion or accusation of some kind today, 
but when urged to state against 
whom, he refused any further infor­ 
mation. 
The motive for the crime is a mys­ 
tery. Arbogast was killed with an 
axe while asleep in bed and the bed 
then was saturated with gasoline and 
set on fire. The firemen quenched 
the flames before the man’s body wras 
badly burned and the crime then was 
discovered.

Scientist to Tell 
British 
Ironmakers of His Researches. 
London, May 14.—The Iron and 
Steel institute of Great Britain, the 
membership of which comprises the 
leading metal experts of this country, 
with affiliations in other countries in 
which iron and steel manufacturing is 
carried on, met here today for its an­ 
nual meeting. 
One of the principal addresses to 
be delivered before the meeting is 
that of Dr. Allerton S. Cushman of 
Washington, who is assistant director 
of roads of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
Dr. Cushman 
has come here at the invitation of the 
members of the institute to tell them 
the results of his researches into the 
oauses and nature of rust, a subject 
of immense importance to makers of 
iron and steel. 
He has made important discoveries 
through the study of electrolysis and 
its deleterious effects upon iron and 
has also experimented with various 
paints, some of which have shown 
amazing rust resisting power.

Civil War Veteran Pardoned by Gov­ 
ernor of Iowa.

tiary here by pardon of the governor 
after serving thirty-one years for the 
alleged murder of a fourteen-year-old 
girl.

He came 
of a prominent Eastern Ohio family 
and has all these years hidden his 
family name behind that of Glyndon, 
the family not knowing his where 
abouts to this day. He expects soon 
to go to Ohio to look up his relatives.

TO SAVE THE LITTLE ONES 


Campaign to Be Waged in Chicago 
Against Children’s Diseases. 
Chicago, 
May 14.—A systematic, 
scientific, city wide campaign against 
diseases which kill the babies during 
the summer was inaugurated here. 
Charitable and sociological organiza­ 
tions, the city health department 
churches and many individuals will 
co-operate. 
Volunteer 
instructors 
will 
visit 
homes of children suffering from in­ 
testinal diseases and instruct moth­ 
ers in feeding and caring for infants. 
The milk commission will see that 
certified milk is properly cared for 
In homes. 
Five outdoor tent stations, each ac­ 
commodating ten babies, will be pro­ 
vided. Three will be established on 
the roofs in the congested districts. 
“Neighborhood mothers” who speak 
foreign languages will go into homes 
and give instructions in clean house­ 
keeping. The health department will 
act as a clearing house for informa­ 
tion and furnish medical service. 


STEPHENSON NOT DICTATOR 


Editor Says Ho Conducted Newspaper 
on H it Own Lines. 
Madison, Wls., May 14.—H. P. My- 
rlck, editor of the Milwaukee Free 
Press, United States Senator Stephen­ 
son'a newspaper, told the senatorial 
investigating committee that he (wit­ 
ness) dictated the policy of the news­ 
paper, as Mr. Stephenson had not 
much experience iii that line. 
When asked to tell what he thought 
Senator Stephenson's idea was re­ 
garding the editorial policy of the pa­ 
per, Mr. Myrick suggested that the 
committee ask this question of Mr. 
Stephenson himself. Witness said he 
would have favored Stephenson’s can­ 
didacy if he had been in full control 
and owner of the Free Press himself. 
He admired Stephenson because of his 
stand on public questions, his achieve­ 
ments and his personality. 
Witness in answering a qmeslien 
said he did not think Stephenson's 
election was brought about becasse of 
his money. “Give me an issue in a 
campaign and the election Ie easy,” 
said Mr. Myrick. “Senatot Stephen­ 
son had a good issue in his record 
and part in the reform movement in 
Wisconsin during the past six years.” 
He said the paper would have fa­ 
vored an impartial investigation of 
the senatorial primary; but said there 
could not be a fair investigation if it 
was based upon such charges as pre­ 
ferred by Senator Blaine. 
As to Stephenson’s pledge of two 
▼ears ago not to be a candidate again, 
Mr. Myrick thought every man had a 
right to “change his mind.**

Reminiscences of Mrs. Augusta E. W il­ 
son, W riter of “St. Elmo." 
Mrs. Augusta Jan e Evans Wilson, at- 
far as selling powers go, was one of 
the most successful novelists in Arner 
lea. 
The most famous books of the 
well known southern authoress, who 
recently died at her home in Mobile, 
Ala., are probably “St. Elmo,” which 
was published in 1866, aud “Vashti,” 
published In 1869. 
She was not a 
prolific w riter, like other novelists of 
her school, and her books, commencing 
with “Inez” In 1856, num ber only nine. 
H er other works are “Beulah,” “Ma- 
caria,” “Infeliee,” “A t the Mercy of 
Tiberius,” “A Speckled B ird” and “De­ 
vote,” the last work from her pen, 
which appeared in 1907. 
“M acaria” was popular among th cN 
soldiers of the civil war, and it is said) 
th at a copy of the book once saved th e ) 
life of one of them. 
He took it from i 
his shirt one day and was surprised 
to find a bullet imbedded in its pages. 
W hen Mrs. W ilson was eleven years 
old her family moved from Columbus, 
Ga., to San Antonio, Tex., which soon 
afterw ard became the headquarters of 
the troops sent to assist General Tay­ 
lor. 
Their glittering uniforms, the 
stirring m artial music and exciting 
events of the war, combined with the ex­ 
quisite scenery about the place, strong­ 
ly Impressed her and furnished the 
theme for “Inez, a Tale of the Alamo." 
The story, w ritten when she was fif­ 
teen and presented to her father as a 
Christmas gift, w as brought out by 
the H arpers in 1855. 
It was not until she published “Beu­ 
lah,” however, th at she tasted the 
fruits of substantial success. 
T hat 
work ran through edition after edition. 
“St. Elmo,” of course, was Miss 
Evans’ great success. Its sale w as tre­ 
mendous, and ham lets, hotels, steam ­ 
boats and country seats w ere nam ed 
in Its honor. It contains a description 
of the T aj Mahal, and a traveler visit­ 
ing the spot records the fact th a t he 
discovered a Parsec boy in the shadow 
of the tomb reading the London edi­ 
tion of one of Mrs. W ilson’s books. 
For “V ashti,” w hich followed, the 
author received In a single check, while 
It was still In m anuscript, $15,000. 
Mrs. Wilson never w rote a magazine 
or a new spaper article, although she 
had frequently been Importuned for 
both. 
One editor offered to allow her 
to fix her own price on a serial story, 
and a publisher agreed to pay her $25,- 
000 if she would perm it him to bring 
her novels out in a cheap paper back 
form, so as not to interfere w ith the 
library edition, but both propositions 
were rejected.

Various Cities in Minnesota Re­ 
ceive About $120,00 From 
Fire Insurance 


LOSSES EXCEED THE PREMIUM 


In Some Cities, But Brainerd is 
Not in That Class-Albert 
Lea Has Worst Record 


The Minnesota Insurance commis­ 
sioner has apportioned the tax of 2 per 
cent on fire premiums paid by the in­ 
surance companies doing business in 
Minnesota in 1908. The amount of the 
entire tax is about $120,000. 
The re­ 
port also gives the amount of premi­ 
ums paid and the losses paid in each 
city in the state. Six cities in the state 
received more losses than they paid 
premiums. 
Chisholm, which was wiped 
out last fall heads the list with premi­ 
ums of $22,761 and losses $393,025. 
Albert Lea comes second with $34,626 
premiums paid and $73,788 losses. 
Du­ 
luth shows $637,847 premiums paid and 
$846,797 in losses. 
Eveleth, Faribault, 
Winona and East Grand Forks also re­ 
ceived more losses than was paid for 
premiums. 
Brainerd received $28,399 and paid 
$35,013. 
Bemidji paid $50,074 and re­ 
ceived $24,884.

All Grain Pissing Through Elevators 
in Minnesota Must Pay Taxes 
Hereafter 
The new law passed by the recent 
state legislature, defining the method 
of taxation of grain in elevators and 
warehouses and providing a tax of one- 
fourth of one mill per bushel on flax 
and wheat and & of a mill on all other 
grain received in or handled by such 
elevator or warehouse during the pre­ 
ceding year, will considerably increase 
personal property revenue in Minnesota 
this year. 
Hitherto assessors have simply caught 
what they could on May I, when the 
elevators were usually comparatively 
empty. 
A letter of instruction regarding the 
new method of taxation was received 
yesterday by County Auditor Smart. 
he tax must be collected and distrib­ 
uted in the same manner as other taxes 
on personal property in the county 
where the elevators and warehouses 
are situated. 
Every person, firm or corporation op­ 
erating a grain elevator or warehouse 
in the state must at the time specified, 
furnish to the assessor a statem ent oj 
all grain handled during the year pre­ 
ceding March I.

Two Exposures W ith W atch Attach 
ment Show Rate Auto Is Traveling. 
A camera which is expected to revo 
lutionize the methods of the police in 
convicting automobile speed violators 
was a silent witness in the Roxbury 
(Mass.) court the o tter day. The cam 
era is the invention of Professor Dan 
lei F. Comstock and Professor Her­ 
bert F. Kalmus of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, who appeared 
as witnesses and explained its work 
ings, and Judge Williams, on the evi 
dence produced by the camera and 
that of the witnesses, who explained 
its workings, fined the defendant $20. 
The camera is an oblong affair 
contains two plate holders, one above 
the other, with a stop watch between 
the two. The operator takes his place 
on a highway within focusing distance 
of the road, and when the automobile 
is at a certain distance the upper plate 
is exposed. This takes the picture of 
the position of the automobile on the 
road and also records the face of the 
stop watch, showing just where the 
hand is at the second the picture is 
snapped. 
The camera is then turned at a cer­ 
tain angle up the road, and a second 
picture is snapped. 
By mathematical 
calculation the exact distance traveled 
by the automobile is secured, and the 
watch shows the exact time that tran­ 
spired between the first and second 
exposures. 
From this the speed of 
the automobile is learned.

HONOR FOB HOTEL ENGINEER 


To So a Professor at Columbia Uni* 
varsity and Establish Now Courss. 
J. G. Jurgenson, who for seven and 
a half years has been a hotel engineer, 
admitted the other day that he bad re­ 
signed his job at the St. Regis hotel, 
In New York, to take the chair of engi­ 
neering plant Instruction at Columbia 
university, in New York. 
He said he 
would begin his duties next fall upon 
his return from a visit to his native 
home, Copenhagen. 
Mr. Jurgenson tills a farm at Tap­ 
pan, N. Y., when not busy overseeing 
firemen, oilers, electricians, mechanics 
and licensed engineers. 
“I am going to Columbia at the so­ 
licitation of the trustees to start and 
conduct classes in plant measurement,’' 
he said. “It is a new branch of prac­ 
tical study. My students will work in 
the boiler room of the college and get 
accustomed to coal dust, oil and the 
working side of practical engineering. 
It won’t be mere book lore. They can 
learn from books at their leisure what 
rudimentary knowledge they desire. It 
will be real work with shovel at the 
furnaces and with wrench and oil can 
at the engines. 
“Everything that pertains to the prop­ 
er working of an engine room or plant 
will be imparted; electrical, oil and 
coal burning engines will be running, 
and the up to date boilers will be in­ 
stalled for drilling students to become 
trustworthy engineers. It is not easy 
work, this training of engineers. 
In 
six years I have given certificates to 
only two men out of a class of sixteen 
apprentices. 
“The engineer of the future has to be 
different from the one met with to­ 
day,” said Mr. Jurgenson. “The need 
of better men in plants in New York 
is plainly seen every day. There is a 
great deal of money to be saved, espe­ 
cially in coal bills. 
“We have come to the question of 
economical engineering, and it can be 
accomplished through apprenticeship, 
education and co-operation between 
engineer and employer. Inefficiency in 
the engine room causes loss, and the 
only remedy is proper education. 
I 
hope to obtain the desired results at 
Columbia.”

VICTORY FOR

Chamber of Deputies Endorses 
6overement’s Policy. 


VOTE OF GENERAL CONFIDENCE 


A 'no 
Passed by a Larga Majority. 


Contention of the Government That 


the F ranch Postal Employes and 


Other Functionaries Have No Right 
to Strike Upheld— Strikers Declare 


Action W ill Unite Their Forcee. 


Paris, May 14.—The turbulent sea­ 
lion of the chamber of deputies ended 
in another signal victory for Premier 
Cleraenceau when the government’s 
policy with regard to the postal strike 
was emphatically endorsed by a vote 
of 454 to 59 including also the govern­ 
ment’s insistence that the postal em­ 
ployes and other functionaries have 
no right to strike. Immediately after­ 
wards the chamber passed a vote of 
general confidence In the government, 
865 to 159. 
The strikers received the chamber’s 
rebuke Mith a shrug of the shoulders, 
declaring that it only served to bind 
closer their forces, which would soon 
startle the country by a big increase 
and rapid extension of the general 
movement. On the other hand it is 
intimated that the government has 
other plans to offset any serious 
growth of the strike. 
There has been little change in the 
situation. If anything, it has been in 
the direction of weakening of the 
strike sentiment. The general convic­ 
tion is that if the movement does 
not make vast strides soon, it is al­ 
most certain of complete failure. 
M. 
Barthou,

works, posts and telegraphs, asserted 
In the debate that only 2,367 out of 
24.205 postal employes In Paris and 
the department of the Seine are out 
and that conditions in the provinces 
were even better. 
Premier Clemenceau In a typical 
epigrammatic speech coolly conclud­ 
ed the exciting session with the decla­ 
ration that it was merely a case where 
Prance must choose between revolu­ 
tion on the one hand and progressive 
evolution on the other, or between 
work, under republican law and order, 
and a spirit of adventure calculated 
to disorganize and rend the republic.
